His  con- 
ception of  problems  presented  was  broad  and  his  energy  untiring 
in  securing  results.

THE  fiOSTON  CHILDREN'S  AID  SOCIETY  provides  for  exposed, 
(Ic.stitiite,  and  wayward  children;  studies  cpiestions  relating  to  children' 
records  experience:  promotes  needed  legislation;  encourages  codperation 
aniong  child-helping  agencies. 

Of’  INVESTIGATION  AND  SOCIAL  SERV- 
JCh  takes  up  any  case  involving  a child.  Methods  are:  information 
advice  oversight:  reference  to  other  suitable  agencies:  support  or  over- 
Sight  liy  other  departments  of  the  Society. 

THE  PLACIN(i-OL'T  AGENCY  places  homeless  children  in  carefully 
selected  pn\-ate  families,  chiefly  in  the  country,  aand  maintains  intimate 
supervision. 

I HE  PROBATION  AGENCY  befriends  boys  and  girls  from  courts. 

libraries  are  placed  in  the  homes  of  children  in  poor 
neighborhoods  throughout  the  city.  Each  library  means  ten  children  under 
a child-librarian  and  volunteer  or  paid  visitor,  meeting  weekly  in  the 
living-room  of  the  librarians  family.  The  purpose  is  to  encourage  good 
reading,  home  amusements,  and  penny  savings,  and  to  foster  wholesome 
home  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


I he  experience  of  another  year  emphasizes  the  practicability 
of  extending  effectual  help  to  children  in  distress,  and  therefore 
challenges  the  Society  to  renewed  effort  to  prove  equal  to  its  task. 

Whatever  is  unfortunate  or  evil  in  social  conditions  tells  hard 
against  the  young.  Children  of  tender  years,  without  even 
indirect  responsibility  for  their  situation,  are  compelled  to  share 
the  suff'ering  and  harm  resulting  from  human  accident  and  error, 
misfortune  and  wrong-doing,  in  all  their  range  and  variety. 
Hardly  anywhere,  perhaps,  is  this  fact  more  strikingly  in  evi- 
dence than  in  the  daily  work  of  a general  child-helping  agency. 
It  is  for  us  not  to  fail  to  appreciate  the  sharpness  of  the  experi- 
ences of  these  children,  and  what  it  means  to  them  whether  we 
help  or  fail  to  help. 
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Though  we  may  not  restore  what  accident,  disease  or  wrong- 
doing has  taken  away  — perhaps  the  father,  the  mother,  the 
home  ■ — • we  can  rob  even  such  disasters  of  the  moral  exposure 
and  permanent  harm  that  so  surely,  but  for  suitable  aid,  follow 
in  their  train. 

We  cannot  give  to  the  badly  born  boy  and  girl  the  endow’inent 
that  has  been  denied  them,  but  we  can  secure  for  them  condi- 
tions of  life  suited  to  their  unfortunate  limitations. 

It  is  the  work  of  our  Department  of  Investigation  and  Social 
Service  to  get  an  intelligent  view  in  each  instance  of  how  the 
situation  came  to  pass.  Death  of  parents,  sickness,  domestic 
strife  and  infidelity,  intemperance,  ignorance,  incompetence,  low 
wages,  crime,  special  physical  or  moral  e.xposure,  all  appear 
among  the  causes  of  the  miseries  of  childhood  we  are  called 
upon  to  relieve. 

Wfithin  a single  day  we  may  be  called  upon  to  determine  what 
shall  be  done,  and  forthwith  to  attempt  the  thing  that  is  deter- 
mined upon,  for  a child  who  has  been  the  victim  of  the  grossest 
moral  outrage ; for  a delicate  boy  or  girl  for  whom  prompt 
removal  to  wholesome  conditions  is  imperative ; for  a mere  girl 
in  the  early  teens,  facing  life  unaided  and  burdened  with  a child; 
for  a misguided  youth  whose  unfortunate  tem[)erament  has 
meant  a susceptibility  to  the  temptation  that  has  come  in  his 
way ; for  a group  of  brothers  and  sisters  overwhelmed  by  the 
death,  desertion,  insanity,  crime,  of  father  or  mother. 

\\'e  acquaint  ourselves  with  each  situation  by  no  single  or 
routine  method.  INIany  sources  of  information  may  have  to  be 
consulted,  and  the  reliability  of  each  source  carefully  considered. 
The  children  themselves,  their  physical,  mental  and  moral  con- 
dition, and  personal  conduct,  must  be  studied.  The  key  to  the 
treatment  is  as  often  within  the  persons  concerned  as  in  their 
outward  situation ; and  the  solution  almost  invariably  requires 
careful  recognition  of  moral,  temperamental,  personal  consider- 
ations as  well  as  those  relating  to  environment. 

The  way  out  of  a plight  is  just  the  opposite  of  the  way  into  it. 
Bad  surroundings  must  be  replaced  b_v  good  surroundings,  blun- 
der by  judgment,  ignorance  by  education,  low  motive  bv  high 
motive,  selfishness  by  unselfishness,  ill-will  by  good-will,  dis- 
couragement by  fresh  courage,  evil  influences  by  good  influences. 
It  is.  after  all,  always  a natural  way  in  which  the  situation  of 
stress  has  developed ; escape  must  be  by  equally  natural 
processes. 
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J he  problems  presented  by  1280  different  children  suftering 
from  one  or  another  form  of  special  misfortnne  have  been  before 
us  during  the  year. 

In  359  instances  it  has  been  possible  to  adopt  a plan  that  did 
not  involve  recourse  to  any  charity.  Such  treatment  often  re- 
quires continued  and  intimate  oversight.  The  personal  super- 
vision is  carried  on  in  the  child's  own  home,  and  involves  relations 
with  the  entire  family.  Here  is  a fruitful  field  for  charitable 
effort  of  the  most  personal  and  hopeful  character.  To  make 
advice  not  cheap  hut  effective  and  ins])iring,  to  have  a real  in- 
tluence  in  the  life  of  a pers(.in  or  family  living  under  conditions  of 
hardship,  requires  insight,  courage  and  skill. 

The  intelligent  utilization  of  the  varied  beneficent  agencies  of 
the  community  in  behalf  of  children  and  youth  is  an  important 
feature  of  the  work.  544  Ijoys  and  girls  within  the  year  were 
referred  to  57  other  agencies,  the  larger  numbers  being,  69  re- 
ferred to  the  Associated  Charities  of  Iloston,  54  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Infant  Asylum,  39  to  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the 
I’revention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  37  to  the  Boston  Society  for 
the  Care  of  ( lirls,  25  to  the  Children's  ^Mission,  21  to  the  Chil- 
dren’s Friend  Society,  19  to  the  .Society  for  Helping  Destitute 
Mothers  and  Infants. 

142  boys  and  girls,  73  boys  and  69  girls,  were  referred  to  our 
own  department  for  providing  homes  for  homeless,  exposed,  un- 
trained or  delicate  children.  The  clhldren  referred  to  the  Plac- 
ing-out Deiiartment  and  ])laced  out  during  the  year,  with  the 
children  in  its  care  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,. made  a total  of 
43()  hoys  and  girls.  The  dailv  average  for  the  whole  year  was 
2(>[.  There  were  four  deaths  during  the  year,  two  of  twin  boys 
two  vears  old  from  tuberculosis,  one  of  a girl  16  years  old  also 
from  tuberculosis,  one  of  a baby  four  months  old  from  whooping 
criugh  and  bronchitis.  190  children  during  the  year  were  dis- 
charged from  care,  most  of  them  being  returned  to  relatives. 
Seven  were  discharged  to  the  Division  of  State  Minor  Wards, 
three  to  oversighit  by  the  Iloston  Society  for  the  Care  of  Girls, 
two  to  the  Lyman  School,  one  to  the  House  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd, three  to  the  State  .School  for  the  Feeble-Minded  at  Wren- 
tham,  two  to  Welcome  House,  two  to  the  Refuge,  three  to  the 
.\von  Home,  one  to  the  Church  Home,  one  to  the  Brooklyn 
Children’s  Aid  .Society. 

On  October  i,  1910,  there  were  249  children  in  selected  fam- 
ilies under  supervision,  147  hoys  and  102  girls.  170  of  this 
number  were  at  board,  for  7 clothing  only  was  paid  for  by  the 
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Society,  45  were  in  homes  free  of  charge,  2O  were  earning 
wages.  10  boys  and  11  girls  were  attending  high  schools,  one 
Simmons  College,  one  a school  of  short-hand,  one  the  Horace 
Alann  School  for  the  Deaf,  one  the  Industrial  School  for  Crii)- 
pled  and  Deformed  Children. 

310  families  have  been  investigated  during  the  year  with  a 
view  to  determining  whether  we  shonld  use  them  as  homes  for 
children.  (3f  this  number  113  were  approved,  125  disapproved, 
and  the  balance  withdrawn,  or  at  the  end  of  the  year  still  under 
investigation. 

The  experience  of  another  year  shows  no  failure  in  the  supply 
of  suitable  family  homes.  The  chief  means  of  securing  this  ad- 
equate supply  is  careful  placing  and  constant  attention  to  chil- 
dren after  they  are  placed.  The  quality  of  the  families,  access 
to  whose  intimate  home  life  is  obtained  for  these  boys  and  girls, 
confirms  the  experience  of  previous  years  as  to  the  superior 
.advantages  of  this  method  of  care.  Constantly  we  are  impressed 
with  the  faithfulness  and  generosity  toward  our  children  of  the 
l)eople  with  whom  we  i)lace  them.  The  varied  features  of  gen- 
uine home  life,  revealing  the  normal  fundamental  relations  of 
human  beings  to  one  another,  and  affording  that  atmosphere  in 
which,  better  than  in  any  other,  character  and  feeling  mav  de- 
velop, make  home  life  the  first  essential  which  should  be  pro- 
vided for  the  homeless  or  e.xposed  or  untrained  child. 

In  the  family  circle  better  than  anywhere  else  the  child  is 
lielped  to  meet  what  must  be  met  from  without,  and  to  overcome 
what  must  be  overcome  from  within.  In  spite  of  all  qualiffca- 
tions  the  family  is  a naturally  unselfish  group,  a group  that  tends 
toward  affection,  devotion,  loyalty,  unselfishness.  To  an  increas- 
ing extent  the  home  life  of  our  Xew  England  families  is  being 
utilized  for  the  untrained,  exposed  and  even  specially  susceptible 
■children.  Changes  from  the  institutional  to  this  familv  method 
continue  to  take  |)lace  in  child-helping  agencies. 

The  total  ex[)ense  for  board,  clothing  and  sundries  of  children 
cared  for  in  these  families  was  $27,170,  or  $1,280  in  excess  of  the 
total  for  children  so  cared  for  during  the  preceding  year,  largely 
on  account  of  the  increased  cost  of  living.  From  surviving  i)ar- 
ents,  elder  brothers  and  sisters,  grandparents,  or  other  relatives 
■or  guardians,  a total  of  $11,374,  or  $340  more  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year,  has  been  collected  towards  their  care.  This  con- 
tribution means  much  industry  and  even  sacrifice  on  the  part 
of  many  devoted  though  unfortunate  relatives,  who  from  week 
to  week  deny  themselves  every  indulgence  and  make  the  utmost 
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pussiljle  contril)ution  toward  the  care  of  children  with  whom 
in  many  cases  they  look  forward  to  future  reunion. 

i o the  many  physicians,  both  men  and  women,  who  have  ren- 
dered professional  service  free  of  charge  either  at  the  hospitals 
or  at  their  private  offices  we  owe  a great  debt  of  gratitude.  In 
some  instances  this  service  extends  to  from  twenty-five  to  even 
one  hundred  calls  or  examinations  during  the  year. 

The  probation  work  of  the  year  has  taken  chieflv  the  form  of 
the  oversight  of  wayward  girls  in  their  own  homes,  or  the  placing 
of  such  girls  and  their  supervision  in  selected  families;  and 
the  provision  for  the  care  in  private  families  of  both  boys  and 
girls  between  the  time  of  their  arrest  and  the  conclusion  of  their 
trial.  Some  girls  with  very  uniiromising  records  have  been  given 
a chance  to  do  better  without  commitment  to  any  correctional 
institution,  and  in  a large  proportion  of  the  cases  with  gratifying 
results. 

Of  the  children  on  prol.)ation  34,  or  17  per  cent.,  may  be  said 
to  be  doing  poorl}'  at  the  close  of  the  year,  69  children,  or  36 
])cr  cent.,  fairly  well,  90  children,  or  47  per  cent.,  decidedly  well.

44  liljraries  meet  in  the  daytime,  13  in  the  evening.  63  dif- 
ferent volunteer  visitors  have  served  for  part  or  the  whole  of 
the  year. 

The  Lil)rarv  of  Philanthropy  has  grown  to  20,000  books  and 
pamphlets,  and  1342  exchanges,  and  is  being  increasingly  used 
l)y  the  members  of  our  own  staff,  social  service  workers,  both 
paid  and  volunteer,  throughout  the  city,  and  special  visitors  and 
inquirers  from  other  places. 

The  Exhibit  which  was  prepared  for  the  Boston-1915  Expo- 
sition has  been  in  active  use  throughout  the  year.  It  has  been 
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installed  in  various  churches  for  periods  varying  from  two  or 
three  days  to  a week,  and  in  some  instances  a public  meeting  has 
been  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  Society.  It  has  just  been  re- 
turned from  Cleveland  where  at  the  request  of  the  “ ^^  estern 
Reserve  Conference  on  the  Care  of  Neglected  and  Dependent 
Children,”  called  at  the  suggestion  of  representatives  of  twenty 
Cleveland  agencies  for  children,  it  was  on  exhibition  during  the 
Conference. 

The  children  who  are  brought  to  our  attention  can  be  sub- 
stantially helped,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  whole  tenor 
of  their  lives  can  be  changed.  Such  work  has  a preventive  as 
well  as  a remedial  element  in  it.  While  society  is  working  over 
general  problems,  and  seeking  to  establish  better  conditions,  the 
mass  of  individual  misery  and  degradation,  which  left  to  itself 
spreads  and  multiplies,  is  itself  one  of  the  conditions  that  must 
be  met.  The  general  social  changes  that  we  believe  are  working 
for  the  good  of  all,  if  they  are  to  effect  their  purpose,  must  be 
attended  by  redoubled  energy  in  specific,  personal  work  for  the 
unfortunate,  and  in  this  service,  effort  in  behalf  of  children 
rightfully  holds  a leading  place.
